T he N evada City Transcript takes 113 
to task for overlooking th e great m in in g 
reservoirs o f N evada county, and m entions 
three, each o f w hich lias a capacity o f from 
tw o to six tim es th a t of th e E lk o county 
tank. 
It also refers to th e 300 m iles of 
ditches w hich carry the w ater front these 
reservoirs to th e m ines and ranches of 
the foothills, and w ants to know w hy we 
consider these w orks ” m enaces to the 
in h ab itan ts below ,” w hile approvin g th e 
sage brush enterprise. 
T he people of the 
foothills are to be congratulate* 1 udoii th e 
existence o f this great system of w ater­ 
w orks. 
W e m erely crilicise the uses lo 
w hich it has been applied, an d rejoice in 
th e prospect of its diversion to m ore benefi­ 
cent purposes. 
A s an agency for ru in in g 
o ur navigable rivers, and destroying the 
agricultural interests o f o u r great" valleys, 
w hen applied to hydralic m ining, We deem 
it a “ m enace to" the in h ab itan ts below .” 
A s a m eans of collecting an d distrib u tin g 
w ater for th e irrigation of the farm s, o r­ 
chards and vineyards o f th e foothills and 
valleys, it is the nucleus o f a system w hich 
w ill som e day prove m ore valuable th an it 
ever was or ever could bo as an adjun ct of 
hydraulic m ining. 
, Som e figures m ay prove interesting here. 
T h e E lko county reservoir has a capacity 
of 8,500,000,000 gallons, sufficient for the 
i rigation o f 20.000 acres of land. T h e three 
reservoirs in N evada county above-m en­ 
tioned, aggregating tw elve tim es th e capac­ 
ity of the form er, would then 
irrigate 
312,000 acres. 
F rom land devoted to the 
crops dependent upon irrigation in th at 
part of th e S tate a gross an n u al retu rn of 
$50 to th e acre w ould be w ithin hounds— 
say, $15,000.000 n year. 
T h e total o u tp u t of 
all th e hydraulic m ines in th e S late of Cal­ 
ifornia, in th eir palm y days, before the 
anti-debris m ovem ent took effect, was from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000, of w hich N evada 
county contributed about $5,000,000. 
H ow 
does th e application o f the w ater system of 
th e m ountains to irrigation com pare w ith 
its use in hydraulic m ining as a m oney 
pro p o sitio n '.' 
T he anti-debris people cart 
afford to waive the question o f justice, of 
in jn rv to navigation and constructive d am ­ 
ages, an d rest upon the plain financial pos­ 
sibilities involved in the conversion o f the 
m iners' reservoirs and ditches to th e use of 
agriculture.—S. F. JJulletin, June ‘M th.

E ven- spring th e cellar is coated w ith the 
yellow w ash as a purifier an d as a rat ex ­ 
term inator, and 110 typhoid, dysentery or 
fever attacks th e fam ily. 
N ever allow rats 
and m ice to be poisoned in th e h o u se ; 
they are ap t to die betw een th e w alls and 
produce m uch annoyance.

There is no proposi­ 
tion presented to the people “ nowadays,” 
th at some political rapscallion does not 
jump upon it, and seek to ride it to the 
goal of his own petty ambition. 
It is verv 
true th at the conscienceless newspaper, as 
our contem porary suggests, is supported by 
he public notw ithstanding it may he stab­ 
bing the direct interests of business, upon 
th e patronage of which it fattens. 
But 
behind such papers almost invariably there 
is some sort of a political boss, a job 
broker, or a go-between for the publisher 
and the “ dark party” who pulls the string. 1 
\ s an instance, there was ji time not so 
long ago when, with the apparent purpose 
of boosting the political fortunes of a lot of 
unholy politicians riding the anti-railroad 
steed to the gates of destruction, certain of 
th e San Francisco press were doing their 
level best to cripple the construction of a 
line of railroad between the great valleys 
of this State 
and the valley of the 
W illam ette. 
Y et 
the 
people, 
the 
business people of San Francisco sat by and 
took th eir gruel with a m eek submission 
th at was galling to sensitive natures. After 
a time, however, and when it was too late 
to wholly rescue im perilled trad», these 
|ieople awoke to the full realization of the 
fact t^ a t they were supporting influences 
th at were assailing their dearest interests. 
Then the business men were heard from, 
declaring th at the road ought to be con­ 
structed, and that land grants to th at end 
ought not to be forfeited, even if tlic con­ 
ditions had not been strictly complied 
w ith in all respects; and they went so far 
us to petition Congress to that efleet, after 
a quiescent state of some years, during 
which the press they had fattened had 
l>een telling Congressmen th at the State 
not only did not need the road, but that 
'h e country it was to penetrate, and the 
connections it was to make, were of no im ­ 
portance to the trade of San Francisco, it 
was polities all the tim e behind the press, 
and " low down” politicians behind the 
politics. 
No, when our contem porary says 
th a t the terrible blunder in this regard 
was due to lack of legislative loyalty in 
Congress to California’s best interests, it 
only trim s the top limbs, for the rooted 
tru th is th at the whole trouble began, is 
and has its ending w ith the contem ptible 
(tolitical trickery and unholy ambition of 
political knaves at home, in whose interest 
certain of the press labored and kept in 
cover by the sounding plea th at tkev were 
sw eating for the interests of the dear 
people. 
T he business loyalty of tiie coun­ 
try was cowed by these influences, and only 
on two notable occasions has it dared to lift 
its head and say its soul was its own. 
T hese two have been in the cases of the 
H aw aiian treaty, to the rescue of which 
the business men of San Francisco came at 
th e eleventh h o u r; and th e case of the 
C alitom ia and Oregon Railroad, to the aid 
of which they rallied after most of the 
damage had been done, and knavery hail 
h ad its reward. 
R ight public sentim ent 
w ill prevail when business independence 
becomes such by divorcement from all po­ 
litical influences.

(ill prescriptions w ith reasonable certainty 
that the directions of the physician are

having 
knowledge of who 
is thus qualified? 
W e can see none. 
If engineers must be 
licensed, and pilots certified in order to 
insure the safety of the public in sailing 
between shoals and rocks, or w ith ju st 
the right pressure of steam on the boilers, 
why should not the men be stamped w ith 
the seal of competent approval who are to 
steer us between the poisons and the L atin 
of the doctors’ recipes ? 
Of course we can 
see th at there would be danger, and abso­ 
lute injustice, in placing the power to 
license or to refuse license in hands that 
would use it to make a monopoly of the 
business for the few. B ut this can lie easily 
guarded against. 
As it is now, any one 
can hang out his shingle as an apothecary, 
and, inviting public confidence thereby, 
may yet be unable to distinguish between 
arsenic and powdered chalk, or to tell the 
difference between an ounce and a drachm .

T he understanding is th at the Senate 
Chinese restriction measure has no hope of 
life in the House. 
So, then, the Demo­

in bonds, and a like am ount of coupons, 
m aking about $900.000 purchased for the 
above am ount—$321,000. 
I was decidedly in favor of a compromise 
three years ago at 02A cents on the dollar, 
and could have effected it then but for de­ 
term ined opposition. 
I am in favor of a 
compromise now on fair term s ; hut if we 
cannot compromise, I am in favor of the 
existence of the Fund Commission as the 
next best thing. 
A compromise would 
settle the expected litigation on the bonds 
bearing 
interest 
after 
becoming due. 
Should we lose th at point, our debt would 
become enormous. 
I think the Fund Commissioners did an 
unwise thing in this last redemption, and 
I would have bitterly opposed it if I liad 
known it in time. They Set a schedule for 
coupons, averaging about Go cents for the 
different denom inations, and upon, as I 
understand, a threat from Meyer it Co. that 
they would not surrender any at that price, 
raised it to 70 cents. 
Now as the coupons 
were not bearing interest, I would have 
kept the m oney and threatened Meyer .t 
Co. that it m ight rust a w h ile at least in 
tiie treasury. 
I believe Meyer it Co. would 
have taken tbe G5 cents, form ing m y opin­ 
ion from a like threat soon after I was ap­ 
pointed on the F und Commission. 
I was 
for knocking the price offered by the Com­ 
mission at that tim e clown to 28 cents on 
the dollar. 
Meyer <fe Co. said then that we. 
couid not get any bonds at that price, but 
we did use all our m oney and got tbe bonds 
at 23 cents. 
The Judge seems to pride him self on 
looking ahead. 
Now w hat would be our 
position to-day had he in 1872 compro­ 
mised the then existing debt at about 35 or 
40 cents on the dollar, w hich could have 
been done at that tim e?

ASSESS M ENTS. 


DAVID DAVIS. 


The death of Judge David Davis takes 
from the stage of action one of the strong 
noted men of the country. 
H e will never 
be remembered as a brilliant man, or as 
one of lofty intellectual achievem ent; but 
lie was a sound lawyer, a conscientious 
man, a profound Judge, and a patriot of 
unquestioned integrity. 
H e was strong, 
liecause he represented a conservatism th at 
is of the judicial order, and th at con­ 
serves the interest of the people irresjiec- 
tivc of classes or conditions. 
He did not 
lack in shrewdness, nor yet in am bition for 
tiolitical preferment, and this iatter becom­ 
ing a weakness, led him into complications 
th at drew upon him the bitter enmity 
of the 
Democracy, that had claimed 
Uioi as its own. 
H e, however, walked 
where he pleased, and -'hanged his paths 
as often as lie pleased, and in this respect 
he hail that rugged independence that dis­ 
tinguishes only the few. 
He really be­ 
longed to neither of the great political 
parties, and thus won the reputation of 
being a bidder for the favor Qf either, but 
in fact there was not good foundatjpn for 
such a charge, though it attached to him 
to the day of his death. 
lie did the coun­ 
try good service as a Justice of the highest 
tribunal of th e la n d ; he was faithfub 
sagacious and able as a S enator; lie was 
judicial, im partial and dignified as acting 
Vice-President of th e U nited States.

L etter from th e C hairm an of the State 
h o a rd of equalization. 
The following letter from the Chairman 
of the State Board of Equalization is self- 
explanatory :

E ds. R ecord-L’n io n: It is known that 
the Suprem e Court of the U nited States 
decided th at the assessments of the Cen­ 
tral and Southern Pacific Tiuilroads by the 
State Board of Equalization in 1880,’1881 
and 1332 were void, because the Board in 
estim ating the value of the roadway in­ 
cluded therein the value of the fences built 
by the companies along their respective 
roadways. 
There seems to be an impression that the 
same vice attaches to the assessments of 
1883, 1884 and 1885. Such is not the case. 
The present Board was elected in 1882. 
The members heard the argum ent in re­ 
spect to the fences in the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court, and when the Board m et in 
August, 1883. it definitely determined not 
to include the value of fences in the assess­ 
ments of the roads, and such value was not 
included either in 18S3, 1834 or 1885, and 
will not be in 18S0. 
It has been suggested that this Board 
assessed a right of way to the Central Pa­ 
cific Company across tíre bay of San F ran­ 
cisco. To understand this question it m ust 
bo know n that the Central Pacific operates 
its road across the hay by means of the 
steamers Trausit and Thoroughfare. 
In 
describing the right of way or roadway, 
the Central Pacific in its statem ents for 
1880, 1881 and 1882, described the track as 
" crossing tbe bay, operated by the steam ­ 
ers Transit and Thoroughfare." 
It is to be 
presumed that the fenner Board did assess 
those steamere. 
In the June term of 1883, 
the Suprem e Court of this State decided 
that the Board had no power to assess the 
steamers, as they formed no part of the 
roadway. On account of this decision, I 
believe that the company contends that 
the whole assessment made by the former 
Board is void. 
As the Board does not assess railroads 
until August, it therefore had notice of the 
decision last named, and of course did not 
assess the steamers, being careful that the 
description of the road, for San Francisco, 
should end at the ferrv slip, and for A la­ 
meda, should begin at ’thejmole, so called 
where the actual rails begin. 
Any stipulation or finding made, or per­ 
m itted to be made, bv the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral on the records of the United "States 
Circuit Court showing that the present 
State Board of Equalization, for and in the 
assessments of 1883, 1884 and 1885. assessed 
the fences or the steamers or the distance 
across the San Francisco Bay, is unw ar 
ranted, and not sustained by the records of 
the Board by any fact or inference w hat­ 
ever. On the contrary, the record is plainly 
otherwise—a fact that the members of the 
Board will 
substantiate under oath if 
necessary.

437 of the Political Code of the State of 
California, and your failure to comply here­ 
with will subject you to the penalties 
therein provided. 
You will further take notice that this 
dem and for said sum of $11,107 50 includes 
the sum of $8,956 40. for which demand 
was heretofore made upon you by me, un­ 
der date of April 4, 1884, and that proceed­ 
ings have not been heretofore instituted on 
said prior dem and for the reason that this 
office subsequently discovered and 
has 
been engaged in an exam ination of further 
evidence disclosing such increase in the 
am ount first demanded.

severity of the winters m ust prove fatal. It 
is therefore absolutely necessary that the 
East should only buy finished California 
wines. 
H itherto there lias hardly been 
enough for home consum ption,and I fancy 
the tim e is som ewhat distant when you 
may hope to get from us our best Rieslings 
and Zinfandels. 
The m an who wants to 
know what the best California wine is like 
m ust go to California to drink it.”

Perm anent. O rganization Finally Affected 
—Officers Fleeted. 
The^N urserym en’a Convention resum ed 
its session Saturday m orning in Irving H all. 
Sa:i Francisco, \V. M. W illiam s, of Fresno, 
in the chair. 
The Committee on Constitution and By­ 
laws gave in their report. Tiie drafted con­ 
stitution provided the Association should 
lie know n as the Pacific Coast N urserym en's 
Association, and that only nurserym en, 
fiorists and seedsmen engaged in active 
business should be eligible for mem bership. 
The objects of the Association are stated to 
be to promote the general interests of the 
members, to protect their patrons from 
fraudulent dealers, and for the exchange 
and sale of stock. The by-laws require that 
the annual meeting shall be held on the 
last Friday in May, and they require that 
each m em ber of the Association at such 
annual m eeting shall furnish lo the society 
an approxim ate estim ate of all the m arket­ 
able stock for sale by him for the ensuing 
year, in order th at the members m ay know 
w hat kind of a m arket they may expect. 
The nurserym en whose business was not 
very extensive rather objected to tiie latter 
clause, as in a sense disclosing their busi­ 
ness to the larger dealers, but the latter 
prevailed, and the constitution and by-laws 
were adopted as subm itted by the com­ 
mittee. 
The Association then organized wilh the 
election of the following officers: 
Presi­ 
dent, Janies Shinn ; Vice-President, W . \V. 
W illiam s ; Secretary, R. D. Fox ; Treas­ 
urer, John Iiock: Executive Committee— 
It. W illiamson, U. Eiscn and President 
Shinn.

lished for the benefit and protection of the 
Society. The Convention then adjourned 
to meet again on the last Friday in August, 
im m ediately after the adjournm ent of the 
H orticultural Society.

The G rand M arshal, Colonel Jam es Mc- 
Nasser, will meet his Aids at the reading- 
room of the Capital Hotel at 8 o'clock this 
evening, when all the details of the m orn­ 
ing parade will be made, line of m arch 
adopted, and the Aids assigned duties in 
the several ditferentdivisions.

T he entire city was thrown into a state of 
excitem ent about 9 o'clock last night, 
when the news spread quickly throughout 
the town that Jaeob Klein, one of the 
cornet players of the First Artillery band 
had been m urdered in (be Piaza. 
Th# 
band of which he was a member was en­ 
gaged in giving a public concert on the 
Plaza, and the grounds contained some two 
thousand or m ore people, men, women 
and 
children. 
Just before 
the band 
played the lastpiece, “Home, Sweet Hom e,” 
K lein, who had an engagement to play at 
another place, was excused, and just as he 
was leaving the gronnds at the southwest 
gate, a pistol shot was heard, and Klein 
fell dead. 
Hundreds of people im m edi­ 
ately gathered around his prostrate form, 
and the air was fuli of all kinds of rumors. 
Some that he was shot by a man, others 
that a woman did the shooting, others 
that it was an accidental shot, and still 
others that it was a case of suicide. The 
body 
was picked 
up and 
taken into 
Goghig’s 
drug store, afterwards to the 
Coroner’s office, where it was ascertained 
that he had received a pistol 
SHOT IN THE RACK OF THE HEAD 
That had caused instantaneous death. The 
large concourse ol people Immediately 
scattered for their homes, and the wild 
rum ors spread 
with amazing rapidity. 
Those standing near the man when he was 
shot had recognized the woman who had 
done the shooting, and officers were imm e­ 
diately informed,wh* went to her residence 
at the southwest corner of N inth and M 
streets, where she was found, arrested, and 
taken to the city prison. 
W hen the news was broken to the father 
and m other, at their residence, No. 605 K 
strept, they were nearly distracted w ith 
grief. Jacob was their pride and joy, a 
young man who had just passed his twenty- 
iirst birthday, and who had but ju st en­ 
tered upon a m anhood full of promise. 
The m other, as soon as the news tiiat her 
son was wounded was told to her, im m edi­ 
ately exclaimed that she knew Miss Wiezel 
had committed the act. “ for she told me 
yesterday that she would kill him .” 
THE GIRL'S STATEMENT. 
W hen the officers arrived at the young 
lady’s residence, they found that she was 
expecting their visit and was ready to ac­ 
company them . 
She handed over the 
weapon that had done its bloody work—a 
sm all m iirdcrous-looking five-chambered 
pistol, with one cartridge exploded. 
H er 
coolness seemed An paralyze the arresting 
oflieers, and her giibness of speech in de­ 
tailing the incidents of the bloody work 
paralyzed even the reporters when they 
were adm itted to her presence in the pri­ 
vate 
office 
of 
the 
Chief of 
Police 
at the Station-house. 
She was found 
sitting in a chair, in conversation with 
Chief Dillm an, oflieers Ash and Sullivan, 
City A ttorney H art and Police Judge 
H enry. Three reporters completed the 
party. Miss Feaney Wiezel is twentv years 
of age, was born in this city; tall, hand­ 
some of form and features, and of very 
pleasant address. She was very neatly at­ 
tired in a dress of dark blue m aterial, ’ 
HER FACE IIORE A PLEASANT SMILE, 
And but for a face slightly flushed and an 
excited expression of the eyes, no trace of 
the fearful tragedy that had just been en­ 
acted, of which she was the principal actor, 
was in th e ' least noticeable. 
W hen asked 
her name, for fear the reporters would get 
it spelled wrong, she took one of their 
books, and in a splendid hand, not the 
slightest trem or noticeable in a single let­ 
ter, wrote Miss Feaney Wiezel. W hen Judge 
H enry cante into the room she looked up 
and remarked, “Are yon astonished at 
this?” 
" I really atu," replied th e Judge. 
“ Well, 
1 shouldn't think 
you would. 
You know I told you th at if he would not 
m arrv me I would kill him .” 
“ Yes,” said 
the Judge, “ you told m e that and told the 
same thing io others, hut I did not think 
you would do it.” 
After a few prelim inary questions by the 
oflieers and the reporters, Miss Wiezel 
related the following statem ent, which has 
been m uch abridged, but is preserved as 
nearly as possible in her own language. 
She said : About two m onths ago I bought a 
pistol 
INTENDING TO MAKE KLEIN MARRV ME. 
lie had wronged m e; lie knew it, and I 
was going to m ake him right that wrong, 
so far as a m arriage ceremony could dq it. 
I did not care w hether tie lived with m e or 
not. 
It was not for that purpose that I 
wanted him to m arry me. but it was in­ 
tended to save my character so far as such 
a proceeding would go toward doing so. 
We did not iove one another, I am sure ; 
yet it was the only way I saw out of the 
disgrace he had brought upon me. My 
first intention was not to shoot him , but 
to intim idate bint, and if that did not 
succeed, then 
to 
use 
it 
as 
I have 
done. 
The pistol I first bought is not 
the one 1 did the shooting with. That 
was 
a 
bright 
nickel-plated 
one. 
It 
glittered 
in 
the 
dark, as 
I 
noticed, 
on several occasions in my bedroom. 
Sat- ’ 
nrday I went to Eekiiardt's gun store, 
where I bought it, and exchanged it for the 
blue, or dark-colored one, which I gave up 
to the officers. 
I was afraid the bright one 
would attract attention and be taken away 
from me. 1 m ade tiie exchange alter Klein

E n co n n ter w ltli th e P olice on tlie L ake 
S hore R oad. 
[By Telegraph.1 
Chicago, June 27th.—About 4:30 P. M. 
another train was made up, and a num ber 
of the Lake police and Pinkerton's men. 
as well as railroad officials, m ounted it. 
It steam ed slowly flown to Englewood, fol­ 
lowed by about 1,000 strikers. 
At Engle­ 
wood the train pulled out fast, and it had 
not gone beyond Grand Crossing when an 
engine filled with strikers was seen in the 
distance. The train pulled ont faster and 
faster, but the strikers were gaining on it, 
i but, when they bud just caught up, their 
steam gave out, and they fell back to the 
depot at Chicago, while the train of four 
freight cars proceeded to its destination. 
As th e care were passing South Chicago 
the large crowd of strikers there began 
tlirowiug stones at the police, w ho were 
seated on the car-tops. The police fired at 
the crowd, and it is reported that several 
men were wounded. 
The steam of the strikers' engine did 
not, as at first reported, give out at a criti­ 
cal moment. 
Two engines, one in front 
and one in the rear, were propelling four 
, freight cars sandwiched in between, which 
the strikers were trying to overhaul. The 
1 strikers engine was on the track used for 
incom ing trains, and was black with men ; 
on the tender, in the cab. on the foot­ 
boards. on the top of the horizontal and on 
the roof of the cab they hung in all posi­ 
tions. 
W hen the four care were reached 
the strikers whooped and shouted like 
ntad men. 
On the two engines rode, al­ 
most abreesr. Soon the engine in the rear 
of the four cars, hitherto of little use, was 
given a full head of steam, and the ctimber- 
som 
cars 
groaned 
under 
the 
pres­ 
sure 
nut 
upon 
them 
from 
both 
extremes. 
In a short time the freight had 
left the wild locomotive a m ile behind. 
W hen sufficiently in advance the police de­ 
posited a detachm ent of their num ber un­ 
observed at the Grand Crossing to await the 
pursuing engine. 
Every inch of steam was 
crowded on by the strikers, but they had 
two 
powerful’ road locomotives 
pitted 
against them . 
Grand Crossing was finally 
readied and then a long line of city-bound 
freight cars were discovered on the same 
track on which the pursuing engine was 
coming at a breakneck speed. 
H urriedly 
tiie men were gotten off and all hand3 
ordered off the train that was standing 
waiting upon the track down which the 
strikers were tearing, 
if they persisted a 
collision would inevitably follow, which 
m eant certain death to all on board. 
Sud­ 
denly the strikers’ engine was brought to 
a standstill just where a detachm ent of 
police had been left concealed. 
Down 
pounced the officers on the engine like so 
m any wolves. The men saw them coming 
and jum ped and fell off the engine, land­ 
ing in heaps oil road-bed. 
Oil they ran 
down the road, over fences and through 
marshes, but the cab bad been so packed 
that the driving crew were held until the 
police had boarded the engine. Jum ping 
into the cab Captain H unt covered the en­ 
gineer w ith his revolver. 
H e and five 
others were thus caught in the cab. 
The 
engine was sidetracked and killed. 
A n­ 
other engine attached to the Chicago-bound 
freight train was boarded by the police ami 
started after the strikers, who were fleeing 
down the road to Chicago. 
Down South Chicago avenue a group of 
tw enty were seen to capture a wagon, tear 
the reins out of the hands of the driver 
and lash the horses along the road. At 
this point South Chicago avenue runs 
parallel with rhe railroad tracks, and here 
another novel race begun. This tim e it 
was between the engine and the wagon. 
The horses had a long start and held out 
until a m ile and a half was covered. 
D ur­ 
ing the race the officers fired at the fugi­ 
tives, and one of the horses received a 
wound in the neck and dropped. The 
men were given chase on foot, but only 
four of them were captured. Besides this 
;roup, 
m any sm all parties of strikers 
scattered through the swamps and were 
followed by separate squads of the police, 
who used their revolvers freely. 
It was 
this shooting that probably gave rise to 
the report of the firing at S ooth Chicago. 
If any of the strikers received bullets they 
had not been unea’thed by the police up 
to a late hour. The net result of the 
struggle was one train of freight forwarded 
to E lkhart and another train brought into 
the city. 
About twenty-five of the strikers 
and their friends, who gave chase to out­ 
going freight, are spending 
the night in 
Hyde I’ark and Englewood jails. 


INTER-COLLEGIATE REGATTA. 


T h e C olum bia Crew V anquishes th e H a r­ 
vard» at New L ondon. 
[By Telegraph.J 
N ew L ondon (Conn.). June 26th.—Co­ 
lum bia has won her victory on the Tham es 
course over H arvard, and it was the best 
race that ever took place here. The course 
was in 
perfect 
condition. 
There was 
scarcely any wind or tide. 
These facts 
considered. Columbia’s tim e was even bet­ 
ter than in her race with the Pennsylvania 
University crew last Thursday, when they 
covered four miles in 20 m inutes and 41 
seconds. 
Columbia's tim e to-day was 21 
m inutes and 38 seconds. 
H arvard started 
off w ith 40 strokes to the m inute, while 
Columbia was putting in 39. H arvard took 
the lead and kept it to the half-mile, being 
about ten feet ahead ot the New Yorkers. 
Columbia kept u p a steady 39 stroke to the 
m ile stake, H arvard dropping to 39. 
At 
the end of the m ile they were lapped, Co­ 
lumbia rowing 36, H arvard 37. 
At the end 
of the mile and a half Columbia was lead­ 
ing by ten lengths, and, in response to 
eheere from New Y ork throats, quickened 
the stroke to 40, row ing clean and strong. 
H arvard tried to m atch it, but could not. 
Both dropped to 37, and then to 36, and at 
the end of two miles Columbia led by 
eight lengths. 
Near the three-mile stake 
H arvard spurted up (o 40 again. Columbia 
rowing 33. and gradually crept up until 
only two lengths separated them , and it 
looked as if the Columbia crew were done 
and could not rise above 33, with the cer­ 
tainty of being beaten unless it were done, 
provided H arvard could hold the race, but 
H arvard dropped to 37, and Columbia row­ 
ing in better form went up to 36 and 39 at 
the three-and-a-half m ile stake, while H ar­ 
vard was four lengths behind. 
From that 
point to the end Columbia gave a magnifi­ 
cent exhibition of rowing, crossing the 
finish at the rate of 37 strokes, 25 seconds 
ahead of the cham pions.

S ilver C loud.

Chicago, June 26th.—This was Baldwin s 
day on the turf, and no mistake, and the 
colors of the rival, Haggiu’s stubie, are in 
the dust. 
Of the 15.000 people who flocked 
to W ashington Park to take in the Derby 
this afternoon probably three score thought 
Baldw in's Silver Cloud would win it. The 
rem ainder were cham pions of Haggin’s Ben 
Ali and the Kentucky Blue W ing. Those 
of the three score who backed their judg­ 
m ent with the bookmakers aud in the 
poolbox are wealthy to-night, for Silver 
Cloud won in a gallop by four lengths. 
The race was a brilliant one from the be­ 
ginning to the finish. 
Ban Fox, another 
Haggin horse, was scratched, and only ten 
horses started. 
They were, w ith their 
weights and jockeys : 
Porter Ashe’s Ed. 
Corrigan. 11S pounds (Kelly); Clifton Bell's 
The Dude, 121 pounds (Corrilla); W illiam 
Cottrill’s Lewis Clark,111 pounds (L. Jones); 
J. B. H aggin’s Ben Ali and Preciosa. The 
former, as a penalty for winning the Ken­ 
tucky aud St. Louis Derbys. carried 126 
pounds to Preciosa's 111. 
W. Hayward 
rode Ben Ali and Duffy sat Preciosa. W. 
S. Barnes & Co.’s Blue W ing, 121 pounds 
(W ithers), and 
the Bourbon, 121 pounds 
(Stoval); Lucky Baldw in's Silver Cloud, 
121 pounds (M urphy); Lijero, 118 pounds 
(Conking), and J. ’and J. Swigai'd’s St. 
Joseph, 118 pounds (W est). 
The stake was worth to the winner $10,­ 
000. 
In the betting Ben Ali and Blue 
W ing struggled for supremacy. The last 
auction pools showed them $125 each, with 
$60 on Ed. Corrigan and $40 for the field. 
The despised Silver Cloud was among the 
latter. 
In the books it was seven to five 
against each Ben Ali and Blue W ing, while 
Silver Cloud went begging at twenty to one 
and few takers. 
The Derby was the third race of the day 
the first two were tiresome and of no 
consequence. It was a few m inutes past 5 
o’clock before the judges' bell called the 
horst# to the track. All looked in first-rate 
(orín except Silver Cloud and The Dude. 
The former was lazy in movement, and 
M urphy had considerable trouble in keep­ 
ing company with his stable mate, Lijero. 
Ben Ali lookedjwcll and Blue W ing was in 
fine trim . 
The distance was a mile and a 
half, and it took a long while to get around 
to the opposite side of the track and start.
